LITTLE ROCK.—</!';—Three major 


changes in tlie Arkansas public school 
system were ordered by the 1937 Leg- 
islature. 


Free textbooks will be supplied 


children in the first eight grades of the 
common schools beginning with the 
1937-38 school ycnr. 


Teachers will begin to build a re- 


tirement fund through contribution of 
4 per cent of their .salaries, matched 
equally by state funds. 


The state board of education will 


become appointive instead of elective. 


The legislature appropriated $1,100,000 


to be spent in launching the free text- 
book program during the next bien- 
nium. Thereafter, the system will be 
maintained by ti $350,000 annual share 
in sales tax revenues. 
County examiners will go on a full- 
time bassis to handle tlie new venture. 


Teachers' Pensions 


The teachers' pension system will 


..enable veteran instructors to retire'at 


the'age oi 60. Its sVurmor, ben. Rich- 
ard R. Thompson of Eureka Springs, 
said it would bring social security to 
tlie "most underpaid profession in Ark- 
ansas." 


Tlie present state board of education 


was not abolished by the new law, but 
hereafter as its members complete their 
seven-year terms, successors will be 
appointed by the governor. Formerly 
one member was elected at each an- 
nual i-chool election. 


The only other important school 


measure enacted at the recent session 
placed the annual school enumeration 
in the hands of the state department 
of education instead of local districts, 
tiglitncd regulations governing this 
process upon which distribution of 
stale school funds is based. 


Institutions of higher education were 


not materially affected by any legis- 
lation but the state school for the blind 
at Little Rock will be given new quar- 
ters. The present school property is 
to be sold and a new building erected 
adjacent to the state deaf school. 
i 


Convents cannot be threatened with 1 


unwarranted invasion of their proper- 
ty now. The legislature repealed a 
1915 statute which permitted any per- 
son to demand and conduct an inspec- 
tion of these institutions.

time it will spread to the majority of 
homos throughout the rural vicinity," 
Mr. Stephenson declared . 


Need Suburban Line 


He pointed to a half dozen persons 


who he said were anxious to start 
construction of new 
and 
modern 


homes on Highway 67 east of Hope- 
but these homes will not be complete 
without electricity, he said. 


"Unless the City of Hope with its 


municipal plant meets the growing 
demand for electricity, then some other 
utility plant or corporation will do 
so," Mr. Stephenson said in an inter- 
view with The Star Wednesday. 


Mr. Stephenson cited the cases of 


Fulton ^nd DeAnn comunities which 
are being served by outside utility 
companies.

After a long discussion, the council 


Tuesday night agreed to send Mayor 
Albert Graves and Alderman Carter 
Johnson to Little Rock to appeal- be- 
fore the Arkansas Utilities Commiss- 
ion to ascertain legal requirements 
that a municipal plant might have to 
meet in extending its lights to rural 
sections.

Justice McReynolds' Speech 


Justice McReynolds' of the United 


States Supreme Court told a small fra- 
ternity audience Tuesday night that 
the "evidence of good sportsmanship" 
was to accept the outcome of a "fair 
tribunal." For the, first time since 
President Roosevelt submitted his pro- 
posal to reorganize the court, a member 
of that body expressed some of his 
own views on the relationship of the 
court to the government. 


McReynolds, speaking extemporane- 


ously at a banquet of Phi Relta Theat 
fraternity, declared: 


"I have taken an" oath to do justice 


to the best of my ability, to do justice 
to rich and poor alike. That obliga- 
tion I try not to forget. I try to pro- 
tect the backwoodsman in the hills of 
Georgia as well as the man of wealth 
in a mansion on Fifth avenue. And I 
have the same obligation to the man 
in the mansion on Fifth avenue as to 
the humblest man in any walk of life." 


Without referring directly to admin- 


istration cases before the court in the 
last four years, Justice McReynolda 
said it sometimes was the practice of 
attorneys, after losing a case, to com- 
plain of the unfairness of the court. 


"But the evidence of good sportsman- 


ship," he said, "is that a man who has 
had a chance to present a fair case to 
a fair tribunal must be a good sport 
and accept the- outcome." 


He preceded his plea for sportsman- 


ship" in accepting rulings of the court 
by commenting: 


"To be a judge is not a pleasant task. 


May I remind you that you have the 
most complicate,, government since 
the beginning of time. It is a piece of 
machinery so difficult to operate that 
unless it can have the constant atten- 
tion of upright and intelligent citizens, 
its continuation is not possible. To 
manage all its divergent interests and 
do it intelligently from Washington is 
impossible. The man who can do it 
has not been born." 


"Courts only decide things tliat are 


submitted to them," the justice con- 
tinued, "and only things that are in 
dispute come before them. Thousands 
and thousands o£ things come before 
them that are settled to the general 
satisfaction. If things come that are 
not settled to the satisfaction of all, 
put yourself in the pluce of the court 
and see if you could have done better." 


He paused omentarily, then said: 
"I should like to be optimistic. I 


should like to tell you that the situa- 
tion is rosy. I can't. But 1 like to be- 
lieve in the courage of the American 
people, and I hope they may make a 
solution of which they may be proud."

Pasteur Treatment Is Successful in Most 


Cases of Hydrophobia

Hydrophobia still .exists throughout 


most of the world. It .was even re- 
introduced into England during the 
World war because of animals brought 
in by airplane. 


To banish hydrophobia, we first must 


prevent it from affecting persons who 
have been bitten and, second, we must 
try to. eliminate the disease from com- 
munities. 


When a person has been bitten by 


an animal, and there is any possibility 
of hydrophobia, it is customary to 
treat? the'bite "at1 once by cauterization 
with strong acid. The wound some- 
times is laid open with a knife to make 
certain the acid will penetrate thor- 
oughly. 


Then the Pasteur treatment is given. 


During this treatment, the patient may 
go about-his usual business, and does 
not have to stay in bed. He should, 
however, avoid cold, excitement, fa- 
tigue, or anything else that might tend 
to lessen his resistance. 


Ai^-.one who has been bitten by a 


dog should, if there, is the slightest 
possibility of hydrophobia, take this 
preventive treatment If it is quite cer- 
tain'that the dog is mad, or if the 
animal shows any symptoms sugges- 
tive i of. hydrophobia, the treatment 
should be started immediately. 


If doubt exists that the dog is mad, 


it is> kept under observation- for 14 
days and.'carefully watched for signs 
of rattiest :if the dog does not, in that 
time, develop any symptoms, it is 
probably unnecessary for the victim to 
take the Pasteur treatment. Far too 
often, unfortunately, the animal is de- 
stroyed and no attempts are made to 
examine its brain to see if there is any 
sign of rabies. In some cases it is im- 
possible to catch the animal which has 
done the biting. In such instances, the 
victim should take the treatment to be I 


certain he is not infected. 


Because of the great danger of hy- 


drophobia, everything possible should 
be done to prevent its spread. At times 
when hydrophobia is prevalent in a 
community, both dogs and children 
may be safeguarded by protecting them 
from exposure to the bites of mad an- 
imals. 


Homeless dogs should be picked up 


and disposed of by the usual methods 
A pet that is kept in a good home 
watched carefully, and kept from con 
tact with strange dogs is not so likely 
to be bitten as the animal that runs 
free. Any dog, however, may sudden- 
y bite a human being, with or with- 
out provocation. 


It has been said that muzzling of all 


clogs for two years would practically 
exterminate rabies. It is virtually 
impossible, however, to capture all 
ownerless dogs for muzzling. In Eng- 
land there once was a law demanding 
muzzling of all dogs and cases of hy- 
drophobia began to diminish, but mis- 
placed sympathy brought repeal of the 
law and the disease promptly reap- 
peared. 


Vaccination of dogs against hydro- 


phobia, suggested by Pasteur, has 
brought good results in various places. 
The method, however, is expensive, 
and disappointing, too, since it is not 
possible to vaccinate all dogs. 


The Pasteur treatment, properly and 


promptly administered, prevents hy- 
drophobia from affecting a human 
being. In less than one-half of 1 per 
cent of the cases in which the Pasteur 
treatment is used, it is unsuccessful. 


Notwithstanding all the informa- 


ion we have about the disease, about 
100 deaths from hydrophobia occur 
every year in the United States. More- 
over, a tremendous expense is involv- 
ed in applying the preventive meth- 
ods in people who have been bitten.

Straight Backs Get Started in Cribs 


"A flat bed and no pillow." Thus 


should baby begin his life, if .he is to 
have'a straight little spine, with his 
heod set right on top, as a head should 
be. 


Many cribs get holes in the center, 


because pads and protecting covers for 
mattresses are tucked in under the 
edge, leaving a nest-like place for the 
baby to cuddle in, like a little bird. 


This is lovely and warm and all 


that, but it does not allow the rolling 
or turning, and besides, his backbone 
will be barrelling out in the middle 
just where it shouldn't be. 


A flat pillow, an inch high, won't 


hurt him if it is firm. But babies 
have a tendency to perspire around 
their heads and feathers are heating. 
Any pillow with its little cave in the 
center made by the weigh of the head 
often causes ears to fold over, and 
later the mother will be searching for 
a "conformer" cap, to correct pro- 
truding ears. A too-high pillow will 
also throw out of line the straight con- 
tinuity of spine and neck. 


Dislike Tight Beds 


Babies mo've quite a lot in bed, to 


shift position, just as we do. It is part 
of exercise. One reason they cry when 
put down is that they associate "re- 
striction" with bed, and babies cannot 
bear hampering. 


One feels sorry for the little thing, 


in such a crib, with covers fastened 
tightly across the body, and undies 
pinned as tight as pins can make them 
over hips and stomach. 


Every day, a well baby (not too new) 


may be allowed to kick without his 
clothes on, in a warm room with ab- 
solutely no draft. He can be laid on 
a wide, firm bed (care being taken 
that he cannot roll off), or on a thick 
comfort spread smoothly on the floor. 
The floor is best in summer. 


He will kick, and crow, and roll and 


lift himself on his hands. He will 
find that his feet go into his mouth 
nicely, reach for things and stretch 
his muscles. Ten minutes to half an 
hour is enough, once a day. Of course, 
when he reaches the creeping stage, 
he will get plenty of exercise. 


Don't Force Sitting Up 


The baby will learn to sit up from 


six months to eight or nine months of 
age. We must remember that there is 
a difference in children. Some of the 
healthiest are the laziest. Don't force 
him. 
When he insists on straining into 


a sitting position, put firm pillows 
around him. He will wobble forward 
then, and not have enough strength to 
hold his little backbone up. Support 
him for a little while this way, either 
with your hands or with broad sheet 
or towel around his body. A very few 
minutes of this is enough at first, until 
his back muscles can take it alone. 


Never force anything, either sitting 


up or walking. Cod liver oil and the 
diets of babies today make better 
bones and children are straighter by 
far than formerly, but even so, good 
judgment in the matter of exercise will 
be just that much more in his favor.

"However deeply rooted and inher- 


ent the government trait of secret ser- 
vice," remarks Mr. Rowan, "no thor- 
oughly respectable world would tol- 
erate it;" and when the millennium 
comes, he adds, we shall lecognize it 
by the fact that it contains no spiei 
and no secret police. 


His book is a.stoundingly complete 


It goes back to the days of the ancient 
Israelites and Romans, and comes down 
through the World War; and, as far as 
I can see, it misses nobody along the 
way. 


Here you will find famous spies and 


>bscure ones, from that incredible 
Russian double-crosser, Azcff, to the 
Austrian Redl, who helped his coun- 
try to lose the World War. Fouche is 
here; and the giimly efficient Prussian, 
Stieber; and "Crazy Bet," the eccen- 
tric Richmond lady who spied on the 
Confederates through four years of the 
Civil War. 


Spying, Mr. Rowan remarks, hasn't 


changed much through the ages. It is 
mostly a matter of corruption and chi- 
canery, and it is a sure reflection of 
the degeneration of government. Spy- 
ing at its worst—tlu-ough the tyranni- 
cal "political police" systems—seems 
to be more prevalent now than ever 
before. And that fact, says the author, 
is a dreary indication of the dark state 
the world has reached.

And 
the price Is not only the tragedy of 
tho old man thinking hlmsolf young, 
grasping for pleasures beyond reach 
and disdaining those rightfully bis, 
but the wreckage of nis own and tho 
lives of those who love him. 


It was this thought, perhaps, that

Railroads, Unions 
Agree on Pensions 


Compromise Will Replace 


Invalidated Recent Act 


of Congress 


WASHINGTON. - 
(VT) — Railroads 


and the major i-ail unions agreed 
Tuesday night upon a 5 per cent pay 
roll tax to finance a retirement pen- 
sion system for approximately 1,500,000 
workers. Half the tax will be paid by 
the railroads, half by the employes. 


It will replace a similarly divided 


7 per cent tax provided by the present 
railway lax act, which the railroads 
blocked by a court test of its constitu- 
tionality. 


George M. Harrison, chairman of the 


Railway Labor Executive association, 
nnd J. J. Pelley, president of the Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads, joined 
in announcing complete agreement up- 
on the retimement system. 


The announcement came as a climax 


to lonfi negotiations which resulted 
from on appeal by President Roosevelt, 
suggesting that the railway labor un- 
ions and managements confer in an ef- 
fort to develop a mutually satisfactory 
pension arrangement. 


Harrison said that, since the new 


plan represents an agrement, there is 
little likelihood of acourl challenge of 
its constitutionality. Action by con- 
gress will be necessary to put the sys- 
tem into effect. The announcement

of England Dead 


Famous Son of a Famous 


Father Succumbs at the 


Age of 73 


LONDON, En i*. — (IP)— Sir Austen 


Chnmbcrlain. 73, famous statesman, 
son of a famous .statesman, and 'father' 
of the Locarno treaty, died Tuesday 
night, of a heart attack in his West 
End London home. 


One of the Conservative statesmen 


in the House of Commons, he was 
chancellor of the exchequer twice, sec- 
retary of state for foreign 
affairs, 


and secretary of state for India as 
well as a member of the war cabinet. 


The t-liler son of Joseph Chamber- 


lain, a distinguished British statesman 
and a half-brother of Neville Cham- 
berlain, present chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. Sir Austen has been one of 
the few men in British public life 
who "lived down the disadvantage of 
being the son of a famous man." 


Sir Austen won a position in Brit- 


ish political life almost as great as 
that of his distinguished father "the 
empire builder." One characteristic 
that marked his public life was the 
value lie placed on party and country 
ties above personal ambitions—n char- 
acteristic that twice lost for him the 
possibility of being prime minister. 


His great, year was 1925. As foreign 


.secretary he went abroad and recon- 
ciled Germany and France and then 
brought into being the Locarno treaty, 
now defunct. He was given a share 
in the l!K. 
ri Nobel peace prize, as a re- 


sult, when Charles G. Dawes, vice 
president of the United States. King 
George V bestowed on him a knight- 
hood m the Order of the Garter.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn.—You prob- 


ably have heard so much about Hef- 
felfinger and his mighty feats on the 
football field that you perhaps think 
he's a legend, like Paul Banyan and 
Jack the Giant Killer. 


But Heffelfinger is more than n 


legend. The famed Pudge of Yale is 
now Commissioner W. W. Heffelfinger, 
of Hennepin county, in which Min- 
neapolis is located. 


He has sort of taken 
permanent 


possession of the office. 
He mu^t 


think 
it's the Princeton 
backfield, 


he's been in it so long, having just 
been elected to his fourth four-year 
term. 


The Hon. Pudge 
is somewheres 


around 70 years old now, but you'd 
never know it. He carries his years 
as lightly as he carried the leather 
and two or five Harvard tacklers in 
those glorious .bygone days. 


In fact, only three years ago when 


he had just passed his 67th birthday 
Heffelfinger took part in a charity 
football game in Minneapolis and car- 
ried on quite well, indeed. And 10 
years before that he played 58 minutes 
of a ball game between two all-star 
teams. • 


No doubt they invented the phrase 


what-a-man for the Hon. Pudge. 


It's no wonder then that he snorts 


in disgust when you mention the sub- 
ject of money for football players . . . . 
"It's 
silly," says the Hon. 
Pudge. 


"Rediculous. 
There 
should 
be no 


remuneration at all, directly or indi- 
rectly, for the players. The benefits of 
football excel its disadvantages by 
far." 


Still Likes the Ciame 


The Hon. Pudge still likes football 


and attends every game he can . . . "I 
don't think there's much difference 
in the game now than when I played," 
says Pudge. "I mean real fundamental 
difference. In some form or another 
we did about everything that is done 
in football today. 


"Of course, we didn't forward pass 


because the rules didn't allow that. 
But we had laterals, even though they 
weren't used much, and the defense 
and offense were just about the same. 


"However, 
nowadays with 
larger 


coaching staffs there's more attention 
paid U> details and the individual play 
ha.s improved considerably." 


But not the play of the guards. Un- 


doubtedly, from what you hear about 
him, the Hon. Pudge was the greatest 
guard who ever smote down a line. 
Even if you subtract 100 from stories 
of his high prowess and divide by 11, 
the Hon. Pudge was still a holy terror. 


And, of course, you know that these 


stories were 
substantiated in part 


some: 27 years after he gave up the 
game when he came back to the Yale- 
campus one afternoon in the fall of 
1916 and couldn't resist the desire to 
work out with the Eli varsity. 


Now the Hon. Pudge was something 


like 4& or 49 then, but he stripped off 
his civics and poured his massive self 
into the Blue of Yale and went out 
and worked with the boys. 


We should say he worked ON the 


boya. One of the tackles had two 
ribs broken when the Hon. Pudge 
crashed into him. A half dozen others 
mumbled to themselves idiotically for 


days after so jarred were they by 
!iis tackles. 


Several years later he came back 


to work with the team again but the 
coach wanted to save the club for 
oilier more glorious purposes, inclini- 
ng the Harvard game, and ruled the 
Hon. Pudge off the course. 


Made First All-America 


Heffelfinger was on the first All- 


America team ever selected. In the 
the fall of 1889, the Hon. Pudge's sec- 
ond year at Yale, Casper Whitney con- 
ceived the idea of picking an all-star 
eleven and he named Heffelfinger at 
guard. 


Casper made only one mislake in his, 


selections. 
He should have stopped 


right there. 
Heffelfinger 
was the 


'irst team. The other 10 were the 
second team. 


Of course, they were right fair-to- 


middling men themselves. There was 
Alongo Stagg of Yale, and Edgar Allan 
Poe of Princeton, and Snake Ames of 
Princeton, Lee of Harvard, Charming 
of Princeton, Cummock of Harvard, 
2owan of Princeton, Cranston of Har- 
vard, GUI of Yale and George of 
Princeton. 


Being picked on this first of the- All- 


Americas wasn't the Hon. Pudge's big- 
gest thrill in football. . . . "No, sir," 
says he, "my greatest thrill was when 
I made the varsity in my freshman 
year at Yale." 


There's a story to that . . . 
In those days the coach picked the 


best 11 freshmen and had them play 
against the rest-of the boys—.sometimes 
10 or 11, sometimes as many as 20. 
Well, the day the Hon. Pudtje reported 
they picked him among the first 11. 
The kick-off came to him and he 
grabbed it and ran through, around 
r.nd over 17 of the other freshmen. 


The 18th man finally got him. And 


was carried to the infirmniy with a 
broken hip. 


The Hon. Pudge was immediately 


drafted for varsity use. Yale officials 
probably figured that if he was going 
to kill somebody, let him kill Harvards 
and Princetons—and not Yale fresh- 
men.

A ball players leys go faster at third 


base than at any other position, says 
Ossie Bluege, veteran Washington in- 
fielder. 


"The 
shortstop and second-base- 


man and the outfielders may cover 
more ground but the third-baseman 
must start quicker. It's that spring, or 
quick break, toward the ball that 
wears out your legs and ankles." 


Bluege ought to know. He's been 


playing the infield for 16 years—longer 
than any American leaguer xcept 
Chicago's Jimmy Dykes. He's played 
every position, too. 


Pushing 40 now, Bluege is used 


chiefly as a utility man but last year 
he played 90 games and demonstrated 
his fielding genius by leading third- 
basemen and shortstops in fielding 
percentage and taking runner-up hon- 
ors among second-basemen. 


Old-timers -say the league has never 


had a classier fielder than Bluege. 


Bluege's suggestion to young in- 


fielders if to learn to break quickly. 
He knows of no better way than to 
field bunts by the hour. 


"Handling hard hit and softly struck 


bunts, several feet to the right and 
left of the player, develops a springy 
start, agility 
and 
confidence. 
It 


strengthens the wrist for flipping the 
ball in a peg and teaches a man to 
throw accurately when off-balance or 
in awkward position." 


Ossie thinks the bluff bunt, with a 


man on second, is one of the hardest 
plays for a third baseman to handle. 
It's seldom used nowadays, although 
the Senators worked it last year at his 
suggestion. 


The batter chokes his stick as though 


to bunt. The third-baseman comes 
charging in to handle the expected 
bunt. Tills leaves third base unpro- 
tected and the runner on second tears 
out. 


The batter strikes at the ball, pur- 


posely missing it, but leaves himself in 
such u stance that the ca'tcher has 
to throw over bun lo third base. 


"In the old days when there were 


good fielding pitchers and a runner 
on second, the third baseman stayed 
on the bag, but now they just give the 
runner third base and are content to 
throw the bunter out at first. With 
good fielding pitclicrs we'd cut off 
that runner at third," Gluege con- 
cludes.

Nasal Tones Taken 


Out by Machine 


Detector Discovers Noises 
Made by Nose and Throat, 


Not Lips 


CHICAGO. — (/Pi — Experiments at 


Ohio State and Northwestern universi- 
ties indicate that, contrary to the gen- 
eral opinion, people talk with their 
nose and throat as well as the lips. 


Would-be fater-dinncr speakers, ra- 


dio aspirants and singers who have 
tried out their voices on a new testing 
machine the the Ohio State laboratory 
find it embarrassing when a tell-tale 
neon light flashes to indicate they are 
slipping into nasal twangs. 


The machine, resembling a home- 


made radio set, is sensitive to the 
slightest nasal tone. 


It was constructed to test the belief 


that Americans are more prone to talk 
through their noses than any other na- 
tionality. Ohio scientists say there is 
no proof of this but their tests detect- 
ed the tendency in many persons. The 
defect was corrected by instruction in 
tone control. 


At Northwestern university, Prof. 


R. T. Carhart of the school of speech 
haa designed a mechanical larynx du- 
plicating on a large scale the little 
gadget in one's throat which controls 
voice tones. 


A pressure tank (the lungs' forces 


air into adjustable brass tubes (the 
windpipe) and through a space be- 
tween the folded rubber lips (the 
arynx) causing the latter to vibrate 
ones which can be raised or lowered 
>y changing the larynx tension. 


Prof. Carhart believes the length of 
he windpipe has a lot to do with the 
Ditch of the natural speaking voice. 
!Tie experiments with the mechanical 
arynx demonstrate how the larynx 
controls tone, which must be shaped 
ty the tongue and lips, not by the nose, 
:o become pleasing, intelligible sound.

Severe Rioting 


PAWS, France — (/P) — Six iicrsons 


were killed and moi-e tlwn 150 wound- 
ed—some critically—in violent rioting 
Tuesday night between Communist.1; 
and Rightists in Clichy, industrial 
suburb of Paris. 


Ten others were believed near deatli 


at Beaujon hospital, where 18 wound- 
ed had been received in addition to 
scores given first aid treatment for 
minor injuries from bullets and mis- 
sies. 


After the rioting had been sup- 


pressed in Clichy it broke out again 


Asniers, connected with Clichy by 


a bridge across the Seine. 


The stream of wounded continued 


to flow to the hospitals, with the 


casualty ll.it stMiddy mounting. 


Communist* Tftk* Possession 


Shortly after midnight the Com- 


mxinlstn took pocsesslon of the Clichy 
town hall. They held It against the 
mobile guard* patrolling that district, 
who refrained from rushing the hftll 
fearing they would provoke n new 
battle. The Communist!) denied cn- 
tninec to all comers. 


In a (ride street paralleling the town 


luUl the Leftist erected a barricade 
of wood and iron bars five feet high. 


The rioting wns the mast serious 


France lias seen since the fauil "bloody 
Tuesday/' February 6, 1934. 


Among those suffering from bullet 


wounds was Andre Blumel, chief of the 
Hlum cabinet's secretariat. He wns 
Uiken to the Baeujon hospital for an 
operation. He had been hit in an arm 
and a leg. 


Blumel had gone to Clieiiy, indus- 


trial area .in north Paris, with Marx 
Dormoy, minister of the Interior, to 
attempt to appease rioitng Commun- 
ists and members of the Rightist 
French Social Ftarty, formerly the 
militant organization Croix de Feu. 


Break Up Social Party 


In the incident which preciptated 


the conflict the former Croix de Feu, 
now the French Social Patry, attempt- 
ed to hold a meeting in the heart of 
ov\e of the strongest working class 
centers of the Paris suburbs.

This Architect Paints Dif- 


ferent Color on Each 


Wall of Room

NEW YORK — Like Shakespeare's 
rustic philoopher, William Lescaze sees 
"sermons in stones"—the, kind tha 
make buildings. 


"Modern architecture," he says, and 


he is one of its foremost exponents, 
"is not a form versus another form, 
but a process of thinking versus a to- 
tal lack of thinking."

He sees modern man able to pro- 


ject himself great distances via the 
plane, the automobile ^nd the radio, | 
cramping himselves m houses that 
served his forebears in a horse and ' 
buggy era. 


"Basically," he says, " it is a ques- 


tion of approach or reaction to "What 
is it all about?" The modern architect 
wants to create a new form of shelter 
in keeping with modem life. He is 
more interested in creating space than 
in creating patterns. I think that we 
give people more of house for the dol- 
lar spent than any other form of archi- 
tecture." 


Lives in a Glass House 


If there is a destiny that "shapes 


men's ends" it is probable that it had 
a hand in the career of the 41-year-old 
Swiss-born architect. It appears he 
made a typical 'modern man". Tall, 
broad-shouldered, urbane and smartly 
tailored, his face and figure present 
an impressive structure of massive, 
yet simple planes in which his brown 
eyes are vividly alive. 


He lives in a glass house he designed, 


and has his offices on the ground 
floor. His own office, with one wall 
gray, another white and a third dark 
gray, gives him an environment in 
which space and utility combine with 
dramatic effect. A deep but narrow 
drawer in his desk serves as a scrap- 
basket. Like the ordinary variety, it 
has to be emptied; but it doesn't take 
up floor space. 


"If walls arc all painted alike," he 


says, "they give you the feeling of 
being inside a box. On the other hand 
if you study what's going to happen 
in a particular room, you find out 
quickly a reason for accentuating cer- 
tain places. 


First Modem School

In an article he wrote he quoted 


from .•sachH Guitry's autobiography: 
"Why

atmosphere of prisons? The architects 
who put up such horrors should be 
punished." 


"I think," adds Lasca/e, "he should 


in all fairness have said the architects 
and the boards of education." 


He has no hobby but his life work, 


and when an article about him appear- 
ed in a magazine he was visited by a 
woman who tried to sell him an accor- 
dian. 


"You should have a hobby" she told 


him.
